Homeric Troy was the sixth set- 
tlement of those flourishing, one 
after the other, on the site of a 
pre-historlc village.

A statement printed in the gov- 


crnmcnt newspaped, Izvestia, said 
the coastguard fleet had been in- 
creased 1,100 per cent, but gave 
no figures bearing on the actual 
strength of any naval unit. 


The whole 
statement 
bristled 


with emphasis on Russia's .under- 
sea power in the Pacific and Bal- 
tic and appeared to foreign ob- 
servers to be particularly signifi- 
cant, coming, as it did, on the 
heels of the alleged threat by Ja- 
pan and Manchoukuo to Invade 
outer Mongolia. 


The 
Mongolian 
government, 


whose war minister and prime 
minister have been here ten days 
conferring 
with 
Soviet 
leaders, 


took a firm stand in facing the 
situation. Mongolia demands an 
apology from Manchoukuo for the 
clash which Mongolia claims re- 
sulted from an attack on a Mon- 
golian frontier post. 


"Soviet Russia." declared Izves- 


tia, 
"is always the bearer of the 


standards of peace, but it will 
answer threats of invasion with 
an increase of armed forces. 


"The enemy who dares attack 


the Soviet union from the Baltic 
or the Pacific will feel the force 
of our submarine 
and 
surface 


fleets as well as their quick mo- 
bility, 


"It will quickly be seen that no 


Rozclcsventsky (the admiral

the Russian fleet destroyed by 
the Japanese at the battle of Tsu- 
sima in the Russo-Japanese war) 
is now in command." 
The communist party newspaper 


Pravda said the submarine fleet 
had been increased 435 per cent 
sinco 1931 and that the destroy- 
ers had been increased by 370 per 
cent. .

(ff>)—The most important de- 
velopments of the past year 
abroad 
revolved 
mainly 


about three countries—Ger- 
many, Italy and Japan. 


Mussolini was the out- 


standing personality. 


It is of more' than passing In- 


terest to note that Germany and 
Italy are ruled by dictators, and. 
that the emperor of 
Japan 
Is 


virtually 
an 
absolute monarch. 


In all three countries intense na- 
tionalism 
Is the slogan of the 


day; all have been busy greatly 
strengthening their armies and 
navies; 
all 
have 
declared 
for 


territorial expansion, and Japan 
and Italy have 
actually under- 


taken 
it, the former in China 


and the latter in Ethiopia, and 
Italy was outlawed by the league 
on a charge of armed aggression 
against Ethiopia. 


The ten principal events abroad 


would seem to the writer to be 
the following: 


1. The Italo-Ethiopian war. The 


great Mussolini has outgrown, the 
narrow confines of Italy and is 
reaching out -for new worlds to 
conquer. 
We have here the pos- 


sibilities of a European and per- 
haps a world war, the danger of 
uprisings of colored races against 
their white overlords, and a chal- 
lenge to Britain's domination of 
the Mediterranean 
and 
conse- 


quetly a threat to the security of 
the British empire. 


2. Hitler'g scrapping of the Ver- 


sailles treaty, with the announce- 
ment of a quadrupling of the Ger- 
man army, and naval increases. 
This move resulted in a universal 
armament 
race which 
involved 


even the Umted States. 


Outlawing- of Italy. 


3. The outlawing of Italy and 


the application of punitive sanc- 
tions by the League of Nations 
as the result of the Italo-Ethiopian 
war. Such concerted action against 
an alleged aggressor was unique 
In history. 
Many experts hold 


that the League, created through 
the efforts of President Woodrow 
Wilson to preserve peace and pro- 
tect small nations, must die if 
it. does not suucceed in bringing 
Mussolini to reasonable terms. 


Here should be recorded 
the 


amazng Franco-British peace pro- 
posals, which would have dismem- 
bered Ethiopia and awarded big 
slices of the country to Mussolini 
as the price of peace. These terms 
which raised a world-wide storm 
of protest, were promptly thrown 
out by an indignant League of 
Nations. 
The public reaction to 


what was characterized as offer- 
ing II Duce a reward for aggres- 
sion, all but caused the simultan- 
eous downfall of both the French 
and British governments. Indeed, 
Premier Laval, of France, is still 
struggling with 
the 
crisis 
at 


home. 


North China Move. 


4. Japan's support, military and 


otherwise, of 
an 
autonomous 


North China. This move is claim- 
ed by many Chinese to be merely 
the first step by Japan towards 
annexation of this rich and popu- 
lous territory, 
to be added 
to 


Japanese controlled Manchukuo. 
If this be true, it not only rep- 
resents further Japanese territor- 
ial expansion at the expense of 
China, but is another challenge to 
Western interests in the far east, 
especially those 
of the United 


States and Great Britain. 


5. Germany's continued drive to 


eliminate Jews from the life of

messages, supplemented with spe

A Chosen People. 
Since we cannot disregard the

The Fatherly oversight of the Al- 
mighty, and His explicit laws for 
the government of the Jews, are 
as marvellous as any truth that 
the astronomers

To this day, distinct persistence

The police at Nanking forbade 


all public gatherings and parades 
in an effort to"stop student dem- 
onstrations against Japan. 


Chinese authorities 
immediate- 


ly declared martial law through- 
out Shanghai and, the central gov- 
ernment capital at Nanking. 


Severe military restrictions - also 


were imposed at Hankow against 
anti-Japanese 
demonstrations. 


The Nanking government order- 


ed a section of its railway line 
torn up in a drastic measure to 
check the attempt by Shanghai 
students, protesting the movement 
for North China separation, 
to 


reach the capital in a comman- 
deered train. 


The demonstrating students seiz- 


ed a locomotive here when author- 
ities refused to grant them free 
transportation 
to Nanking, 
and 


reached 
Changchow, 
about 
75 


miles short of Nanking. 
The Nanking government sent 


an armored 
train carrying 500 


troop eastward, in an attempt to 
block the students. 


A bridge was torn up in the 


path of the train '.which the stu- 
dents had seized. 


The 
demonstrators' 
numbers 


were swollen to 2,000. They held 
meetings 'at railway points, urg- 
ing the Chinese peasants to resist 
Japanese aggression 
and 
force 


supnressibn of the North-- China 
autonomy movement.

Railway police intensified their 


precautions in the capital. 
Tho 


Japanese embassy at Nanking took 
a serious attitude toward the as- 
sassination 
of Tang Yu-Jen, as 


did the Japanese military in its 
statement at Shanghai. 


An embassy spokesman charac- 


terized the 
killing of the

minister by unidentified gunmen 
in the French concession here last 
night as "glaring evidence of anti- 
Japanese sentiment,, leaving

doubt of the trend of Chinese sen- 
timent toward Japan."
